1. Amendment and response filed by applicants dated Sept. 6, 201 1 have been entered and 
considered carefully. 

Claims 16, 18-31 are pending. Claims 38-44 have been canceled. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 16, 18-31 limiting the compounds being n=2 are neither anticipated nor rendered 

obvious by the art of record. In response to the Quayle action applicants have cancelled the 

nonelected claims 38-44. Therefore, claims 16, 18-31 are allowed.
